5 WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1 A disposable adhesive bib comprising: 

a shee, component having an upper edge, a lower edge and firs, and second edges; and 

a wearable component having a fton, and back snrface, with substantially all of the back 

,0 surface being coated with an adhesive, the wearable component being releaaably disposed within 

an area of the sheet component defined by the npper and lower edges and first and second edges 

of the sheet component; 

wherein the wearable component is removed from the sheet component and the sheet 

component is retained for covering an eating surface. 
15 2. The disposable bib of claim 1, wherein the wearable component includes an upper edge, a 
lower edge, first and second side edges and a neck cut-out along the upper edge generally 
midway between the first and second edges. 

3. The disposable bib of claim 1, wherein the wearable component is a sub-component of 
the sheet component. 

20 4. The disposable bib of claim 1, wherein the wearab.e component is a separate component 
from the sheet component. 

5 . The disposable bib of claim 1, wherein the sheet component is sized and configured to 
function as a placemat. 

6. The disposable bib of claim 1, wherein the sheet component is sized and configured to 

25 function as a tablecloth. 

7. The disposable bib of claim 1, wherein the sheet component is sized and configured to 

line and cover at least a portion of high chair tray. 

8. The disposable bib of claim 1, wherein the sheet component is formed of paper. 
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9 A disposable adhesive bib, comprising: 

a sheet component having an upper edge, a lower edge, first and second edges, 

and front and back surfaces; 

an adhesive coated on the back surface of the sheet; 
a liner disposed over the adhesive; 

a wearable component having an upper edge, a lower edge, first and second 
edges, the wearable component being a sub-component of the sheet component and being 
removable from the wearable component and the liner; 
wherein the sheet component and wearable component are configured to cover at least a portion 

of an eating surface. 

10. The disposable bib of claim 9, wherein the wearable component includes a neck-sized 
cut-out in the upper edge of the wearable component, positioned approximately midway between 
the first and second edges and extending toward the lower edge. 

11. The disposable bib of claim 9, wherein the sheet component and liner are configured for 
entertaining a child. 

12. the disposable bib of claim 9, wherein the sheet component and the wearable component 
is formed of a paper/vinyl blend. 

13. The disposable bib of claim 9, wherein the eating surface is a high chair tray. 

14. The disposable bib of claim 9, wherein the sheet component is configured to function as a 

placemat. 

15. The disposable bib of claim 9, wherein a plurality of the disposable bibs are stacked and 
packaged together with shrink wrap. 

16. The disposable bib of claim 9, wherein a plurality of disposable bibs are attached along 
the upper or lower edge of the sheet component with adhesive. 

17. A tablecloth with integrated disposable bibs comprising:

a table surface covering component; and 
a wearable component having an upper and lower edge, a firs, and second aide, and a iron, back 
surface, wherein .he back snrface includes an adhesive for re.easably securing <he wearable 
component to a wearer, the wearab.e component being releasably secured ,o the ,ab,e snrface 
covering component. 

U. The tablecloth of claim 17, wherein the table surface covering component includes a 
second surface for releasahly securing .he wearable component ,o ihe able surface covering 
component so thai the wearabie component may be easily removed and secured to a wearer. 
,9 The tablecloth of claim 17, wherein the wearab.e component includes a neck-sized cut- 
out in the upper edge of the wearable component, positioned approximately midway berween the 
first and second edges and extending toward the lower edge. 

20. Tbe tablecloth of claim 17, wherein the .able surface covering component is configured 
for entertaining children. 

21. The Ublecloth of claim .7, wherein the .able surface covering componen. is pre-cu, to a 
specific dimension. 

22 The tablecloth of claim 17, wherein the able surface covering componen. mcludes 
cecorative adhesive stickers for decorating the wearing component and ab.e surface covenng 
component. 
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
